Children Died, and Germany Laughed 
at it, But it is Different 
in Their Own Case 


The Germans have striven to prove 
hat the British blockade of Germany 
travenes the laws of civilization, 
inasmuch as it may bring death by 
i vation to innocent women and 
children. There are two sides to the 
pieture, and the London Times gives 
the other in a brief record of the siege 
of Paris in 1870-71, when the Germans 
slowly starved a civilian population 
vf more than 2,000,000 into surrender. 
They arrived before Paris in the 
sniddle of September,” says the Times, 
"By October 8 our columns report that 
the daily consumption of horseflesh 
within the city had risen enormously. 
Ky November 20 no more beef or mut- 
ton was to be had. On December 6 
ur correspondent stated that. ‘rat 
hunting is now vigorously carried on, 
fo meet the demands of the restau. 
rants.’ When the frequenters of the 
restaurants Were eating rats the diet 
f other classes must have been ter- 
rible. On December 15 the population 
Were put on a ration of horseflesh, The 


nilowanee was 30 grammes, or about 
mh ounce, 

“On January 15 the bread ration was 
educed from 500 to 800 grammes, less 
than JO ounces for adults, and to half 
that amount for children. ‘This bread 
was 2 black and indigestible compound 
of riee, barley, buekwheat, oats, and 
even ha Long files of women and 
hildren gathered before dawn at the 
bukers’ shops in the rain, the cold and 
the snow of a winter in whieh the 
temperature sank to 21 degrees of 
frost.

There was no fuel and 
no light. The people starved from 
cold as well as from hunger. 

“On February 14 one of the English 
perty who brought food into Paris 
after the armistice told the Mansion 
House Relief Committee what he had 
seen, Some of the people assisted 
were barely able,” he said, ‘to walk 
to the place’ of distribution, and when 
the provisions were handed = them 
‘they were unable to carry them 
honie.’ That is how the nation that 
reprobates the ‘brutality’ of our block- 
nde remorselessly exercised its strict 
night of siege. 

‘But pe rhaps the French children 
did not suffer? Perhaps the besieged 
habies had plenty of milk? Let us 
see what was their fate during the 
German investment. The French did 
their best for them, To the very end 
8.000 cows were reserved to supply 
milk ‘for the sick and new born in- 
fants.’ But the supply was altogether 
insufficient. Milk began to run short 
to early as September 22 and a month 
later the scarcity was effecting chil- 
dren. By the se cond week in pan Mess, 
an Inglish corresponglent ys they 
were “dying off like rotten sheep. 

“What were the feelings of the hu- 
mane Germans toward this vast pop- 
ulation of non-combatants, the inno- 
vent vietims of their military opera- 
tions? Did they regret the sufferings 
they caused? Was their pity sup- 


pressed only at the stern vo oO 
duty? Let their idolized statesman 
speak for them, When Jutes Favre 


same to Bismarck to arrange for the 
arministice the Prussian statesman ob- 
served that within a few weeks the 
French representative had grown much 
vrayer; ‘also stouter, probably on 
horseflesh,’ while the Count’s gentle- 
manly staff selected ‘high class res- 
taurants in Paris as a suitable sub- 
ject for conversation with the French- 
man’s famished secretary. 

“Favre told Bismarck that pretty 
thildren were still to be seen in the 
streets, ‘I am surprised at that,’ the 
genial champion of Prussian kultur 
replied ; wonder you have not yet 
eaten them.’ And the Germans knew 
very well that the siege had cost num- 
bers of children their lives, They 
nave heen on very short conmeons in 
Paris for some time past.’ Bismarck’s 
today and Boswell records on Janu- 
ary 2, ‘and the death rate last week 
amounted to about 5,000." For the last 
week of December it had been 3,280 
and for the week before 2,728, 

‘The mortality,’ our humane Ger- 
nan goes on, ‘was especially heavy 
among children up to 2 years of age.’ 
Has he any touch of pity? ‘Coffins of 
these tiny French citizens,’ he adds, 
were to be seen in all directions.’

German Instruction and Organization. is Responsible for the 
Showing Turkey Has Made in the War and Makes Plain

fhe milfiary recovery of the Turks 
@uring this war is one of thore signifi- 
ean symbols of what may bappen in 
the future to which the Allies had 
better give early heed. Tliere was a 
time when the Turk was regarded as a 
great soldier, He had many of the 
qualities which went to the making 
of a formidable fighter under the con- 
ditions of war then obtaining. He was 
@ fatalist—he consequently hardly 
knew fear—he saw in death on the 
battlefield a passport to the seventh 
heaven—he could live on very little 
@nd endure hardships fatal to west- 
erp troops. 


But the art of war developed.  [t. 
became more a matter of machinéTy 
and science and organization. Indi- 
vidual courage did not count so great 
ly. Endurance of hardship waa no 
longer neccessary in a day oi perfectly 
organized commissariats, So the Turk 
—who did not keep pace with this de- 
yelupment—lost, his soldierly reputa- 
tion, The Balkan Leaguers beat him 
all to pieces by their superior organi- 
gation equipment. He could not fight 
when without food or ammunition 
against armies which had plenty of 
both. And his great reputation as 
an ideal warrior went to pieces in the 
first Balkan war. The Serbs, the 
Greeks and the Bulgars were all bet- 
ter than he was.

This 
is only a rough sample of what they 
can do when they give their whole 
minds to it. And they will infallibly 
be given full permission to organize 
the entire Turkish power if they are 
allowed by the Allies to complete this 
war with the reputation of having 
saved Turkey from imminent dismem- 
berment and with an open channel of 
communication through a art of 
Serbia and a friendly Bulgaria be- 
tween Berlin and Constantinople.

Verdun Victories 
Often in History 


Became Centre of Vast Entrenched 
Camp After War of 1870 


It is reported that the German Em- 
peror, addressing his soldiers beseig- 
ing Verdun, said: The war of 1870 was 
decided at Paris. ‘lhe present war 
must end at Verdun.” 

Verdun has been compared to 
Friedland, says the Mail and Empire. 
Napoleon forced the Russian army to 
battle at Friedland in 1807, with its 
back to the river, with the object of 
occupying the bridges which would 
thus cut off retreat. Mackensen would 
follow Napoleon’s manveuvre in 1807 
by forcing the French army to fight, 
its back to the Meuse, while Macken- 
sen, attacking from the north, east 
and south simultaneously would oc 
cupy the bridges of Verdun, 

The differencg between Napoleon’s 
manoeuvre and that of Mackensen is 
manitest. Ney took the bridges of 
Friedland, while the sronprinz has 
not taken the bridges of Verdun, nor 
is there probability that they can be 
taken. 

Verdun was first mentioned in the 
“Itinerary of Antonius” (44 B. C.), 
After 
1870, Verdun was created a first-class 
fortress, in the centre of a vast en- 
trenched camp, destined to bar the 
Champagne road to an enemy coming 
from Metz, A line of intercepting 
forts connects the entrenchments of 
Verdun on the Meuse with Toul on 
the Moselle to the south-east, 

It was at Verdun in 843 the sons 
of Louis the Pious signed the treaty 
of division of the Carolingian Em- 
pire. Louis of Bavaria took Germania 
Charles le Chauve, France, and west 
of the Meuse. Lothaire, Italy and the 
region between the Meuse and the 
Khine. The latter finally was prey 
to Germans and French ambitions. 
Louis d’Autremer took Verdun, 979; 
Othon the Great recaptured it. Verdun 
was created the property of bishops 
van 1247, 

From the fourteenth century I'rench 
influence prevailed in the valleya of 
the Meuse and Moselle; the inhahi- 
tants of Verdun claimed the protec: 
tin of Philip IV ‘‘the Gool,’”’ son of 
Ubilip III King of France. an] signed 
with him a treaty protection, and 
Lhilip IV gave to Verdaa a French 
governor 1310-1330, 

The annexation of Verdun to the 
royal domain was one of the conse- 
quences of the rivalry between Aus- 
tria and France. Charles V prepared to 
invade France in 1551, and imposed a 
garrison on Verdun. Henry II King 
of France, captured Verdun, also Toul 
and Metz, and the .reaty of Cateau- 
Cambressis (1559) confirmed the pos- 
session 

In view of the present conflict the 
treaty of Cateau-Cambresis is destined 
to be frequently mentioned, and its 
conditions should be clearly defined. 

The treaty was signed the 2nd_ of 
April, 1559, between cne plenipoten- 
tiaries of Henry II King of France, 
on the one part; those of the Queen 
of England, Elizabeth, and Philip II 
King of Spain, on the other part, That 
peace put an end to the wars of Italy 
and to the first period of rivalry of 
the houses of France and of Austria. 
Of these conquests !ratce retained 
only Metz, ‘'oul and Verdun, with 
their territories, and Calais. 

Verdun was besieged by the Prus- 
Sians in 1792, and was defended by 
Nicolas Joseph Heaurepaire, lieuten- 
ant-colonel of volunteers of Mayenne 
and Loire. Although badly supported 
by an undisciplined and disaffected 
national guard, Beauprepaire resisted 
with energy the demand of the Duke 
of Brunswick to surrender. But during 
the bombardment the royalists caused 
a part of the population to revolt, and 
Beauprepaire, unable to continue his 
valiant defence, blew out his bruins, 
and Verdun capitulated September 2, 
1792. 

During the Franco-Prussian war 
Verdun was again besieged (October 
12, 1870). Notwithstanding the wretch- 
ed conditions, the defence was main- 
tained with energy, and surrendered 
only November 8, 1870. 

This country of the Meuse depart- 
ment formed by a part of the Cham- 
pagne and the ancient duchy of Bar, 
has its prefecture at Bar-le-Duc, 254 
kilometres, or 159 miles east of 
Prussia. 

The historic River Meuse rises in 
the department of the Haute-Marne 
passes through France, Belgium and 
Holland, passes Verdun, Sedan, Me- 
zieres, Namur, Liege, Maastriccht,

Armenians Dying 
For Lack of Food 


Forced to Eat Grass But Still Decline 
to Renounce the Christian Faith 


Suffering among the Armenians in 
Turkey, Persia and Syria is still in- 
tense and they are dying by hundreds 
for want of food and are in urgent 
need of aid, says a message from Con- 
stantinople, made public by the Ameri 
-can committee for Armenian and Syr- 
ian relief, 

The request for aid, sent by repre- 
sentatives of the committee in Tur- 
key through the department of state, 
stays a minimum of $52,800 a month 
is needed for relief in Turkey alone. 

Conditions in many quarters, says 
the message, are so distressing that 
the Armenians are forced to eat grass, 
and yet despite these conditions they 
continue to stick fast to their chris- 
tian faith, although a change to Mo- 
hammedanism would quickly relieve 
their plight. The number of  nofi- 
combatants affected is one million. 

In Aleppo, says the message, 1,350 
orphans are destitute. In Marash 10,- 
000 Armenians are threatened with 
deportation and the government has 
refused to allow the Christians to 
transact business of any kind to sup- 
port themselves. In Tarus, where it 
is estimated 92,000 exiles have passed 
through, typhoid is prevalent. In 
Sivas there are 25,000 destitute chil- 
dren from the coast towns. All of 
these towns, beside many others, it is 
stated, are in great and urgent need. 


Preparing for the Big Scene 


Forecast That an Offensive on an 
Unexampled Scale Will be at- 
tempted on Western Front 


The view that the Allies are pre- 
paring for an immense offensive upon 
the western front and that the Ver- 
dun offensive was a desperate attempt 
by the Germans to force them into 
the attack prematurely is set forth 
in the following article from the N. Y 
Evening Post: 

Verdun, a mighty episode in itself, 
is only the prelude to the climatic 
act, and probably the final act, of 
the war drama. Above the grim or- 
chestration of the guns on the Meuse 
there come from behind the curtain 
the vague sounds of scurryings that 
immediately precede the darkening of 
the house and the upflare of the foot- 
lights. England hurries through con- 
scription. Russians come across fif- 
teen thousand miles of land and sea 
to take their place on the front. Fresh 
Canadian forces cross the Atlantic. 
Australians are ferried over to France 
from Egypt. Verdun, to change the 
figure, is a colossal vanguard opera- 
tion. The French have been battling 
for nearly twelve weeks to cover the 
yreat mobilization of the Allies for 
what they hopo will be the decisive 


attempt. The Germans have been try- 
ing to break up this mobilization 
either by smashing through the 


French line, or by putting it in such 
peril as to disarray the Allied plan. 
If the British army, for example, after 
the infinite preparations which have 
been going on since tast September, 
could be compelled to trust fo the 
rescue of the French on the Meuse 
and fight along lines laid. down by 
the Germans, it is plain what the 
profit would be for the kaiser’s lead- 
ers. This explains the continued fury 
of the German onset, and the heroic 
tenacity of the French. At any cost 
the Allies must retain the initiative. 
the power to strike only when they are 
completely prepared. 

Qf the general nature of the pre- 
paratoins which the British army has 
been conducting there can be little 
doubt. It is the same painful pro- 
cess of minute study which preceded 
the French attack in Champagne last 
September and the present German 
attack around Verdun. It means the 
spying and mapping of every ditch 
in the network of trenches which make 
up a single “‘line,” every bastion and 
redoubt and farmhouse, every hillock 
and copse, every concealed machine 
gun, tt means the plotting out of 
all conceivable gun ranges. It means 
more than anything else the most 
minute preparations for bringing up 
the reserves after the first shock of 
battle, with the memory of the ghastly 
failure of the reserves around Loos. 
It is from this vast preliminary work 
that Joffre would not let his Allies be 
diverted at the hottest moment around 
Verdun when British aid could have 
been readily brought up. It must be 
assumed that as far as human fore- 
sight can provide the Allies are’ pro- 
viding against error, But the main 
reliance is on numbers; and it is in 
this respect that we must expect the 
Allied effort to surpass anything the 
war has yet shown. Behind the Brit- 
ish lines there has been piled up vast 
human material. In numbers suffi- 
cient to off-set errors of leadership as 
they may arise. , We have read of the 
assault in waves which the French 
delivered in Champagne and the Ger- 
mans around Verdun. We must as- 
sume that the British are prepared 


to send ahead wave after wave, re- 
gardless of cost, in the attempt to 
win through by sheer sacrifice of 


men. If the enemy’s_ barbed-wire 
detences are not completely demol- 
ished, as happened around Loos, if 
hidden German machine guns main- 
tain themselves in the rear of the 
charging line, we must assume that 
the British are getting ready to send 
forward men enough’ to make up for 
such mishaps, 

This is the reason why the British 
cabinet has been Won over to con- 
scription. ‘The Allied effort when it 
comes will probably see three million 
men throwing themselves against the 
German lines in the west, while sim- 
ultaneously we may expect the Rus:

Constantinople and the Dardanelles 
Must Fall Either to Germany 
or Russia 


Prof. Paul Milokoff leader of the 
Constitutional Democrats in the Rus- 
sian duma, in a recent speech before 
that body thus set forth the reasons 
why Russia, as a consequence of this 
war should secure an outlet to the sea 
5 Constantinople and the Dardan- 
elles; 


“In this war the interest of Russia 
can be briefly defined: We need an 
outlet to the sea. It was not for this 
we went to war, yet without it we 
cannot end the war. 

“But, it may be objected, if Turkey 
had common sense, we could have no 
such aim! This is true. But, since 
Liman von Sanders appeared in Con- 
stantinople, since Germany appointed 
the ‘lurkish minister of war, and the 
Turkish fleet was delivered into Ger- 
man hands the situation is radically 
changed. We have now clearly real- 
ized Germany’s plans: Berlin to Bag- 
dad! Such is so, we have no choice 
The question no longer is whether the 
Strait should become Russian or re- 
main Turkish. The question is, whe- 
ther. it is to becume Russian or re- 
main German! 


“Let us not be deceived. The ques- 
tion now pending may be decided or ce 
for all. But never again may the con- 
dition be so favorable for us. The 
chief element in our favor is the atti- 
tude of our allies toward our national 
problem, Berlin-Bagdad is too men- 
acing for England, because of India 
and Egypt, and for France, because 
of her Syrian plans. Because of this 
real danger these powers cannot fail 
to come to an agreement with us, af- 
ter centuries of suspicion. The end cf 
March, 1915 (the beginning of April 
new style.) is a time that should be 
memorable to our people: for then our 
agreement with our allies was reached. 

“The Berlin-Bagdad plan now is 
threatened on the Bagdad side. From 
north and east our armies converge 
toward the English forees. And I vent- 
ure to express the hope that the vital 
importance of the war arena beyond 
the Caucasus will at last be recogniz- 
ed. The conquest of Erzerum made an 
overwhelming impression on the whole 
Moslem world. We should take all 
precautions that this Turkish strong- 
hold shall not share the fate of Prze- 
mysl! ‘ 

What should our next step in this 
area be! As to this there can be no 
doubt at all. Armenia, which has 
suffered for its fidelity to Russia. 
should be given the autonomy prom- 
ised under the Turkish regime 

“In the path of realization of our 
goal there can be only one obstacle— 
ourselves. We behind the lines may 
be conquered even while our armies 
are fighting valiantly at the front. 
This may create new dangers, which 
we must guard against. In Germany 
there is on all hands talk of peace. 
And we must have wisdom enough, 
persistence and energy enough, not 
to give way, not to forfeit our great 
sacrifices and the great idcals of this 
war! 

Kecently one of the emissaries 
working for Germany visited me, He 
said he was a citizen of neutral Switz- 
erland, and a member of ‘the Stock 
holm conference, made up of the sub- 
jects of different neutral countries, 
who had’ sent him to find out 
whether any elements tn Russia fav- 
ored a separate peace, ‘You cannot 
imagine,’ he said, ‘how they long for 
peace in Germany, perhaps, if Bel. 
cium were evacuated and Serbia re- 
stored, this might become the basis 
for peace negotiations?” I answered 
him; ‘We know Germany’s attitude 
well; but your country should under- 
stand who began the war, and whe- 
ther it is possible to help Germany to 
a liquidation of her pretensions, by 
means of an international understand- 
ing founded merely on the basis of 
a return to the status quo ante. (Ap- 
plause.) We do not wish to destroy 
ermany; but we are in duty bound 
to render Germany harmless; to this 
Germany would not consent of her 
own free will,. And we have our na- 
tional problems.’ ”

The Stoppage of War Supp'ies is What

The bitter protest in the note against | 
the British blockade is a confession | 
that it is this which in the end will 
compass German defeat. The assor- 
tions that German women and chil- 
dren are being threatened with star- 
vation need not be taken too seriously. 
The real pinch is the stoppage of war 
supplies.

(bt alcohol for several days, and then 
with a glass of wine after meals for | 
several days. These experiments were | 
duplicated hundreds of times, 

It would require too much space to | 
describe the other tests and the ma- 
chines used to secure accuracy. The | 
resykts prove that a man cannot write 
as fast or as accurately. after one 
drink, and the strange part of it is 
that he thinks he 1s writing ,moye 
rapidly. That has fooled many a 
man, 


The memory tests were interesting 
and instructive. These were carried 
on for two weeks without alcohol, and 
then for two weeks with alcohol, and 
the results showed, first, that mem- 
ory poWer was weakened fifteen per 
cent.; second, that when alcohol was 
taken before breakfast, it required four 
wines as long to memorize a given 
task,

It was confidently believed at this 
time last year that the British and 
trench armies on the western front 
Were about to assume the offensive. 
When the brief forward movement in 
Artois came to an end after a few 
miles of territory had been won on 
the Lorrette Heights and around 
Neuve Chappelle there was great dis- 
appointment, especially as the Ger- 
mans were evidently employing the 
Hulk of their troops against Russia 
and holding the western lines with 
relatively few men. 


i Mr. Lioyd George, who trusts the 
people in a much greater degree than 
most of his colieagues, quite frankly 
declared that the Allies were'in no 
position to wage a forward campaign 
gn the western front. Guns of large 
Calibre and high explosives to blast 
a way through the German lines and 
make an end to trench warfare were 
required and could not be improvised. 
For a year France and Great Britain 
have been piling up munitions. The 
advances in Champagne and north of 
Arras last September were really ex- 
periments undertaken to discover 
whether the theory on which they 
had pinned their faith was correct. 
The French proved that no trenches 
could be held against a surprise con- 
centration of guns using high ex- 
plosi\es, 


The Germans, believing that the ap- 
plication of this principle to French 
lines of the Verdun salient would en- 


; able them to capture that city and, 


win much glory, spent the period be- 
tween the close of the Champagne 
operations in October and the middle 
of February in gathering together the 
greatest number of cannon ever con- 
centrated against a military position. 
Two thousand guns, including, it is 
believed, not less than fiye hundred 
of twelve inches or over, were trained 
on the Verdun defences. Had the 
French been entirely surprised as 
the Germans were in Champagne, the 
city would have been taken, General 
Joffre, however, had about a week im 
which to strengthen his artillery be 
fore the full fury of the German at 
tack developed. There were many large 
guns around Verdun, Many more of 
calibre corresponding tv the German 
fifteens were brought up, and now 
the French artillery. is as strong and 
as effective us that of the-enemy. The 
infantry of France has fought with 
splendid heroism, byt the big guns and 
the famous three-inch field gun have 
saved Verdun, 

The French stock of ammunition, eo 
Paris despatch says, is practically in- 
exhaustible. The output of three-ineh 
shells 1s Over thirty-three times as 
great as when war broke out, and of 
shells of larger calibre it is forty-four 
times as great. The manufacture of 
guns hus also been yreatly increased, 
lf the British production of cannos 
and projectiles has at aii. kept pace 
with that of France there must be 
enough guns and high explosives be 
hind the lines at selected points te 
enable the Allies to break through on 
a wide front. If the Germans continue 
their offensive at Verdun there may be 
reason for delaying an Alftied advance 
which must inevitably involve greas 


losses, Germany may be bled’ white 
at Verdun. If not, the Allies are 
|reasonably certain to muke an at- 


tempt within the next sixty days to 
break the German lines on the wekt- 
ern front. It is reported semi-offici- 
ally that there are two and a half mil- 
lion British troops now In France. 
Such a vast host will not Be kept in 
active there throughout another see 
son.—Toronto Globe, 


Children’s Playgrounds 

In recent years, the playground 
movement has secured a very strong 
hold upon the public in most of our 
cities, and no doubt others will be 
taking up the work during the com- 
ing season. The movement has not, 
however, reached the height to which 
it should aspire. While the play fea- 
ture of the ground has been fairly 
well provided for, as a rule, the play- 
grounds are bare of trees, foliage or 
flowers. Little effort has been made 
to encourage the children to improve 
or beautify their grounds, or make 


| their surroundings more attractive. 


The children frequenting the plays 


|} grounds are usually from homes with 


little space for either garden or grass. 
They have no opportunity to cultivate 
or become interested in plant growth 
or flowers. The playground should 
endeavor to furnish what is lacking im 
this respect at home. Space should 
be devoted to flowers and plants; bede 
should be laid out and borders planted 
by’ the children under supervision, @ 
short time each day being devoted 
to it. This would go far toward mak- 
ing the playground more attractive, 
and would constitute a training which 
the children would not forget when 
they reached maturer ycars and had 
homes of their own, There is no reas- 
on why these grounds should be abso 
lutely bare, and it is hoped that the 
promoters of this laudable movement 
will extend the scope of the work te 


| beautifying the areas devoted to play.

Germans Prepare 
New Gas Shells 


French Reservist Says Allies Will Move 
When They USe Gas on Scale 
Used by Huns. 


Capt. Raoul Vennal, a French re- 
servist, home on leave after 18 months 
with the ‘rench army, believes Can- 
adians could do more than they real- 
ize to hasten the end of the war by 
refusing to buy any goods of German 
origin and by planning to exclude 
them after the war, There is, he 
said, evidence that guch efforts in 
France and Great Britain have al- 
ready created great uneasiness among 
German merchants who want peace 
before such a movement gained head- 
way. 

Capt. Vennal, does not believe an 
unbreakable deadlock has developed 
on the western front. He stated it 
was unbreakable +s far as the Ger- 
mans are concerned. At the Marne 


where the Germans had _ twice the 
number of men and 60 times the 
amount of artilery, they failed to 


break through, and now, with the 
allies growing stronger, their hope is 
faint. 

“But can the allies break through 
the Germans?” he was asked. 


“As soon as we are prepared to use 
gas on the same scale that they do, I 
think we will move.” he answered. “I 
believe we could move now, only the 
French desire to discover the best 
protector against a new gas which 
the Germans are believed to be pre- 
paring on a large scale—the gas 
toxique. This is a colorless gas with 
a smell something like upples and it 
kills, The men were always uneasy 
after the first use of gas until they 
were proVided with good lung pro- 
tectors. 

“The Germans use’ three kinds of 
gas—lacrymozgene, which has a smart- 
ing effect on the eyes and which the 
Germans use constantly; the mixte 
gas, having both the properties of 
lacrymogene and toxique gases; and 
the toxique with cyanide as one of its 
components and which the Germans 
have used so far only experimentally, 
because it is dangerous for them as 
well as for us.” 


“What about the French turpinite?” 
he was asked. “Is it not more ter- 
rible than any of the gases?” 

“T have talked with many artillery- 
men about that and they all say that 
turpenite is a myth. Germans found 
dead at their guns were killed by the 
force of the explosion of one of the 
projectiles from our 75 millimetre 
guns. I think that the explosion 
exerts such un effect on the air that 
it tears a mau’s lungs to pieces by the 
rush of the air in and out, and le 
dies instantly. 

“The English and Canadian soldiers 
are good. Our men admire the way 
in which they throw bombs and gre- 
nades. They make sport of it, and 
keep a tally of the hits and misses. 
There was one man who used to catch 
German bombs thrown over as though 
he were at cricket or baseball and 
pitch, them back to the enemy trench- 
es. The eleventh one he threw this 
way exploded, blowing kis arm off 
He got the V. C. for it, however” * 


Austrians Pot Germans 


Avenge the Shooting of Their Com- 
rades by German Soldiers 


How the Austrians ‘avenged the 
shooting of their comrades by Ger- 
man soldiers is described by a cor- 
respondent. 


“On one occasion,” he says, “the 
Germans retreating and eventually 
flying before the attacking Russians, 
came under the fire of the Austrian 
Maxims and rifles, which inflicted 
terrible losses upon their own allies. 

“One Austrian officer when ques- 
tioned regarding this incident, only 
said, ‘It was dark, and we made a 
mistake.’ Another significantly add- 
ed, ‘Well, we soon discovered our 
mistake, but the beggars deserved all 
they got. How many times have 
Germans fired upon our fellows when 
retiring, besides freely calling us all 
cowards, and gaying that every man 
who gave ground ought to be killed 
like a dog? Well, we just acted up 
to their ideas; they ought not to 
have retreateu,’” 

These flying Germans were fired 
upon by their allies for 15 minutes 
up to the moment when they burst 
into the Austrian trenches. The 
Russians were following hotly on 
behind with bayonets, and made a 
heavy capture of prisoners. 

“This is the first recorded instance 
of Austrians retaliating on the Ger- 
mans in their own coin.” 

F. M. Logan of Saskatchewan De- 
partment of Agriculture is authority 
for the statement that the first 
creamery in Canada, as far as can be 
learned, was started in 1873 in Hunt- 
ingdon county, Quebec, Two years 
later a creamery was started at Tees- 
water, Ont., and others followed in 
rapid succession.

Hon. T. W. Crothers, minister of 
labor, has given notice of a bill to 


}amend the white phosphorus matches 


act, The amendment wiil exiend for 
six months from Jan, 1 of this year 
the time allowed during which the 
white phosphorus matches may be 
sold and for one year tlhe time during 
which they may be legally used. Un- 
der the legislation of the session of 
1913 the manufacture of white phos- 
phorus matches was prohibited after 


January 1, 1915, and the sale after 
January 1, 1916. It was found that 
considerable stocks of these matches 
were still on hand at the beginning 


of this year, and it is deemed reasou- 
able to allow merchants a jonger per- 
tod of six months to get rid of their 
stocks.

A British Canal 


A British Battleship Canal Advocated 
For Strategic Purposes 


In a lecture given by him on “the 
strategic geography of the British 
Empire,” Mr. Vaughan Cornish ad- 
vocated “a Kiel Canal” for Britain, 
before the members of the Royal 
Colonial Institute. He said: “The 
Firth of Clyde is better situated in 
respect of natural protection from 
a sea attack based in Continental 
harbors than any other shipbuilding 
centre in Great Britain, but the line 
of naval communications with the 
East Coast of Scot.and is singularly 
bad. The distance even by the 
northern route is .«onsiderable, and 
the West Coast of the Highlands, 
with its deep indentations and num- 
erous off-lying islanus is, noreover, 
an’ almost perfect lair for hostile 
submarines. Vith a thoroughly 
efficient battleship cana! from Forth 
to Clyde we should possess on the 
west coast a base for the building 
and repair of ships of war which, 
in local resources, accommodation, 
natural protection, and accessibility 
to damaged ships, would be far sup- 
erior to any that we now have.” Mr. 
Cornish declared that the strategic 
iinportance of Ireland wag not gener- 
ally realized. There were many 
other positions in the world besides 
Ireland, which, if ever the British 
navy were defeated, would suddenly 
be seen to posses’ a strategic im- 
portance which the course of his- 
torical events has concealed from 
the casual observer. 


War of Copper and Nitrogen. 

Albert Thomas, the French under- 
ecretary of war and munitions, speak- 
ing to the members of the Italian 
press, sald: 

his is a war of copper and nitro- 
gen. Our struggie with the enemy is, 
above all, a competition in arms, 
munitions and chemistry. France has 
750,000 workers, including 120,000 
women, employed in these  depart- 
ments, and on the French front the 
British and French supplies now sur- 
pass those of Germany. 

“Our superiority will be overwhelm- 
ing as soon as Great Britain is able 
to produce twice the quantity of muni- 
tions produced by us. We now domi- 
nate the enemy, and we shall continue 
to dominate him when peace comes, 
because at the end of this war there 
will be developed in France extensive 
metallurgical and chemica] industries 
which will free us from Germany. We 
will continue our war productions at 
the top speed as long as the struggle 
lasts, and will exchange with our 
allies arms and raw material.” 


One form of agricultural co-opera- 
tion in Ireland has for its object the 
purchase of all kinds of farm imple- 
ments from a one-horse plow toa high- 
power tractor.

Rare Northern Ruminant is Following 
the Buffalo to Extinction 

Robes made from the skins of musk- 
oxen are very valuable. As the musk- 
ox inhabits Ligh latitudes, it has a 
coat capable of withstanding cold, At 
the base of its long, flowing hair is a 
thick coat of wool, thus making a pelt 
which is both beautiful and warm. 
Musk-oxen are not plentiful and as 
they inhabit the desolate barren lands 
of the north, the supply is very 
limited. 

The musk-ox {s not dificult to kill, 
as it is not dangerous and does not 
seek safety in flight. If hunted with 
dogs, the herd will stand at bay as 
with wolves, present:ng an invincible 
front of horns to their animal foes, but 
an easy mark for the man with a gun. 
As a result, musk-ox robes promise to 
become as rare as buitaio robes to- 
day. 

The question of protection of musk- 
ox is an important one, in view of 
their diminishing numbers, the ease 
with which the; may be shot and the 
high market value o? their skins, -f 
it is not to be completely exterminat- 
ed, the Dominion Government must do 
as it has dons with the buffalo, name- 
ly, provide a reserve within which 
musk-oxen will be absolutely protect- 
ed at all times. Such a reserve would 
serve to maintain a nucleug herd, from 
which the surrounding country could 
be stocked,

At a™wheeting of the Society of 
‘Chemical Industry held in Toronto re- 
cently, Dr. Potvliet, chief chemist of 
the Dominion Sugar Company, told of 
the various processes in we best sug- 
ar industry from its origin in 1747, 
when the beet contained only 2 to 4 
per cent. sugar, up to the present con- 
tent of 15 to 20 per cent. He showed 
that the yield of wheat and oats was 
increased 25 to 60 per cent. when 
planted in rotation with sugar-beets 
and presaged that, with government- 
al assistance, as in Europe, the  in- 
dustry would develop so that all the 
sugar used in Canada might be made 
here, the present factories supplying 
only one-tenth of the consumption,

The House Fly Danger 


They Spread Disease and Are a Seri- 
ous Menace to Health 


House flies are now recognized as 
most dangerous carriers of the germy 
of such diseases as typhoid fever, in- 
tantile diarrhoea, tuberculosis, ete. 
From filth and decaying materials, 
they carry infection to the home and 
to the food which we eat 

The best method to exterminate 
flies is to prevent their breeding. 
House-flies breed in decaying or de- 
composing vegetable and animal mat- 
ter and in excrement Stable refuse 


is especially attractive to them. Im 
cities this should be stored in dark 
tly-proof receptacles and should be 


regularly removed within six days in 
summer, Farm manure should also 
be removed within tne sume time and 
either spread on the fields or stored 
at a distance of not less than a quart- 
er mile ftom a house or dwelling. 
Manure piles May be treated with 
borax, using three-fifths of a pound 
to every ten cubic feet of manure. 
Scatter the dry borax principally 
around the sides and edges of the 
pile and wash in with water. 
Kitchen refuse is a favorite breed- 
ing place for flies, and great care 
should be taken to keep garbage eang 
tightly covered. The contents should 
be buried or burnt at ones, if pos: 
sible, No refuse should be left ex- 
posed. If it cannot be disposed of 


at once it should be sprinkled with 
borax,, as described above, or with 
chloride of lime. 

Windows and doors” should’ be 


screened to keep flies out of the house. 
Milk and other foods snould he cover- 
ed with muslin or other netting. It is» 
especially important to keep flies out: 
of sick rooms and to prevent the: 
spread of disease by this means.
